The following by Edward A. Vande- 
venter hits the nail squarely on the head 
He might have 
went further and said the employes of 
these public pests have no sympathy 
coming, either, and that when the ques- 
tion is asked as to what they are going 
to do, the answer should be that they can 
go to work and ear an honest living, 
just like other decent people do: 

“Ten years too late! That tells the 
story of the brewers’ frantic effort to 
save beer. They had plenty of, chances 


- a decade ago to preserve their business; 


so did the wihemakers. But avarice, in- 
stead of common sense, guided the brew- 
ers and the winmakers, and they will go 
to oblivion unmourned! 

‘‘Had the brewers and makers of light 
wine broken with the hard liquor dealers 
ten years ago—had they taken a definite 
stand at that time against the saloon, 
being content to develop a bottle trade 
that would eliminate the evils ef down- 
town carousals, such a thing as a bone 
dry law would have been impossible. 

“Instead of being content with reason- 
able profits the brewers tried to see how 
many dives they could open in defianc:: 
of publie opinion. 

“Any ex-conviet who had ever so sinall 
a following could brewery backing 
for the opening of a barroom. It was 
not an unconnuon thing for three or four 
breweries to have onc saloon cach in the 
same block, in some cities. 

“Singe three 6r four satooiis in dne 
block could not be expeeted to make 
money legitimately they adopted any 
means that suggested themselves to make 
profits. 

‘¥’Thus the brewers beeame erime breed- 
ers‘and now they expect publie sympathy 
when their sins have’ found them out. 

“They can look for sympathy in the 
dictionary—they will find it nowhere 
else.’’

I can searcely remember any convention 
of our Federation or any mecting of labor 
men of what ever shade of opinion that 
has met without condemning war, with- 
out’ commending an international peace, 
and I wonder how it can be obtained? 


Shall somebody in the United States act’ 


as a schoolmaster to the peoples and the 
goveruments of the various countries and 
say to them: ‘‘Now, you be good; don’t 
you fight; don’t you go to war.’’ Tf in- 
ternational war is to be avoided, how 
can it be done except by agreement, how 
can it be done except that men represent- 
ing the peoples and the governments of 
the countries affected sit down and write 
their thoughts and hopes into an agree- 
ment? 

Call it a covenant, call it a treaty, call 
it what you will, but there must be some 
things written down in order to govern 
the rules under which war may be 
avoided. 

I am not afraid of mecting the future. 
Come what may, when big propositions 
are met by big declarations of earnest- 
ness to prevent war, I am not going to 
turn my back upon them, beeause they 


- come nearer than at any other time to 


the hopes of liberty-loving and peace- 
loving peoples of the world. 

We have declared for reduction . of 
armaments. How can that be done except 
by agreement? Dclegate Green very ably 
and graphically called attention to the 
situation and said: ‘‘If this treaty, if this 
draft containing the covenant of the 
League of Nations is defeated, what 
then?’? What have you got? What have 
you to stand as a barrier against inter-

a document, a covenant, an agree. it, a 
treaty by which war shall be made more 
difficult and perhaps impossible. 

Shall we turn that treaty back, shall 
we help in its rejection and leave the 
world in the position where the men, with 
their national prejudices, with their na- 
tional hopes and aspirations, may try 
to be a law unto themselves and can only 
be checked by ‘the arbitrament of war? 
I think not. 

In spite of politicians who simply aim 
to control the administration of the 
affairs of our Republic, despite men who 
may have interests, men whe consider 
votes as the dominating factor for their 
conduct, I am not going to play into 
their hands, I am not going to give my 
consent, to support those who would 
‘leave the world in the position of being 
inflamed by the horrors of war at any 
time when any nation feels itself strong 
enough.

Ink can be taken from white goods 
with tomatoes if applied freely. Cold 
milk is good when the stains are frexh, 
changing the milk as often as neces- 
sary. Fresh butter is even a better 
solvent. 

If very obstinate and the material 
will Stand hot water, the stain should 
be covered with mélited tallow, then 
washed in the usual way. 

Oxalic acid will remove any very 
obstinate stains, but can be used only 
on white goods, as it will destroy the 
color. The crystals are dissolved in 
boiling water and the liquid is applied 
|| to the stain. A thorough rinsing in 

z clear water afterward is imperative.
